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The  Massachusetts  Historical  Society’s 

Coin  Collection 

Over  the  last  century  and  a half  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society  acquired  a considerable  collection  of  coins.  The  first  coins  were 
occasional  gifts  by  interested  members  or  friends  of  history;  later  come 
substantial  bequests  of  coin  collections,  such  as  that  of  William  Sumner 
Appleton,  and  also  occasional  purchases  to  round  out  collections.  The 
last  major  acquisition  was  the  Adams  family  collection  in  the  early 
20th  century. 

Owing  to  changing  methods  in  historical  research  and  the  in- 
creasing specialization  of  the  Society's  activities  in  the  field  of  historical 
manuscripts,  the  Society's  coins  have  been  very  little  used  by  scholars 
in  recent  decades.  Nor  does  the  Society  have  facilities  for  showing  them 
to  the  general  public.  In  1965  the  danger  of  theft  became  so  apparent 
that  the  collection  was  placed  in  the  vaults  of  a Boston  bonk.  What 
had  previously  been  a great  difficulty  in  showing  the  coins  to  occa- 
sional interested  persons  became  almost  an  impossibility.  The  coins 
which  had  become  of  diminishing  use  for  the  purposes  of  history  be- 
came of  no  use  at  all.  The  choice  appeared  to  be  to  keep  them  in  dead 
storage  indefinitely  or  to  expose  them  to  the  probable  danger  of  theft. 

Fortunately  a better  solution  was  proposed.  The  Probate  Court  was 
petitioned  for  permission  to  deposit  the  important  American  coins  with 
the  one  institution  in  Boston  which  already  had  a similar  collection  and 
which  has  excellent  facilities  to  preserve,  show,  and  protect  the  coins. 
The  Court  also  granted  permission  to  sell  for  the  benefit  of  the  Society 
duplicates  and  foreign  coins  without  special  interest  to  students  of 
American  history.  With  this  end  in  view,  the  services  of  Stack's  were 
engaged  for  the  disposal  of  such  coins.

THE  ADAMS  FAMILY  COLLECTION

The  gold,  silver  and  copper  coins  described  in  this  catalogue  originally  belonged 
to  the  Adams  family  and  were  donated  to  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  by 
Henry  Adams  in  1913.  This  contribution  was  the  last  of  the  great  private  collections 
to  pass  into  the  Society's  cabinet.  It  consisted  of  about  10,000  coins  in  all  catagories 
from  the  Ancient  world  to  modem  times  and  was  formed  by  three  generations.  Part  I, 
comprising  the  Ancient  Greek  and  Roman  coins,  was  sold  by  Stack's  on  March  5 and  6 
of  this  year.  The  foreign  coins  form  the  second  and  final  part  of  the  collection  being 
offered  on  behalf  of  the  Society. 

In  some  respects  it  is  surprising  that  a collection  of  this  scope  has  been  so  little 
known  to  the  numismatic  fraternity  as  a whole.  The  names  of  such  men  as  Stickney, 
Appleton  and  Mickley  have  become  quite  familiar  as  being  among  the  first  to  devote 
a substantial  part  of  their  attention  and  resources  to  the  hobby  of  coin  collecting.  Yet

the  numismatic  activity  of  the  earlier  generations  of  one  of  America's  most  prominenx 
families  comes  almost  as  a surprise. 

There  are  several  reasons  that  can  be  suggested  why  the  Adams's  interest  in 
coins  has  been  shrouded  with  such  a degree  of  anonymity  for  so  long.  Not  the  least 
of  these  was  the  very  prominence  of  the  collectors  themselves.  Their  careers  are  so 
closely  associated  with  the  political,  diplomatic  and  literary  history  of  this  country,  and 
so  much  written  about  them  and  by  them,  that  their  activity  as  numismatists  has  been 
submerged  by  the  splendor  of  their  achievements.  John  Quincy  Adams  (1767-1848),  the 
founder  of  the  collection,  made  his  mark  in  three  different  but  closely  related  fields. 
He  was  a distinguished  diplomatist,  the  sixth  President  of  the  United  States  and,  after 
his  period  in  office,  entered  the  Congress  where  he  was  a vigorous  opponent  of  slavery. 
His  son,  Charles  Francis  Adams  (1807-1886),  was  also  active  in  politics  and  diplomacy, 
serving  as  Minister  to  Great  Britain  during  the  Civil  War.  His  grandson,  Henry  Adams 
(1838-1918),  became  one  of  our  most  renowned  historians  and  authors. 
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Throughout  their  busy  lives  the  Adams's  never  seemed  to  have  moved  in  numis- 
matic circles,  probably  because  they  had  too  many  other  things  to  do.  They  never 
wrote  about  coins  the  way  William  Sumner  Appleton  did  and  were  not  known  as 
specialists  in  the  American  series.  As  a matter  of  fact,  the  intellectual  pursuits  of  all 
three  men  were  much  too  broad  for  them  to  be  classified  as  specialists.  In  addition, 
their  collection  was  never  sold  at  auction  but  passed  quietly  and  intact  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Historical  Society.  Finally,  the  family  had  to  the  full  the  native  bom  New 
Englander's  taciternity.  One  account  of  John  Quincy  Adams  notes  that,  "Few  men  in 
American  public  life  hove  possessed  more  intrinsic  worth,  more  independence,  more 
public  spirit  and  more  ability — but  he  was  handicapped  by  a certain  reserve,  a certain 
austerity,  and  coolness  of  manner  — The  Adams's  kept  their  private  affairs  to 
themselves  so  that  it  is  doubtful  if  anyone  outside  their  intimate  circle  in  Boston,  and 
the  Historical  Society,  really  knew  anything  about  the  collection  during  their  lifetimes 
or  later. 

The  very  nature  of  the  Adams  collection  is  of  particular  significance.  There  can  be 
little  question  that  numismatic  interests  are  profoundly  influenced  by  a man's  educa- 
tional background.  Among  the  most  prominent  early  collectors  mentioned  above, 
Stickney,  Appleton  and  Mickley,  all  received  their  early  training  on  home  ground. 
Stickney  followed  his  career  largely  outside  New  England.  Mickley  benefited  from  a 
strong  European  cultural  influence  during  his  Moravian  boyhood  but  did  not  receive 
a University  education.  Appleton  went  to  Harvard  but  neither  he  nor  Mickley  started 
their  European  travels  until  after  they  had  reached  maturity.  Even  so,  the  variety  of 
coins  in  their  two  collections  provided  a clear  indication  of  how  their  numismatic 
interests  were  broadened  by  their  education  and  their  travels. 

The  education  of  the  Adams's  con  only  be  considered  as  unique  for  their  period, 
or  almost  any  other  for  that  matter.  The  fact  that  they  were  all  Harvard  graduates 
is  almost  an  irrelevancy.  John  Quincy  Adams,  at  the  age  of  eleven,  accompanied  his 
father  John  Adams,  to  Europe  in  1778.  He  studied  in  Paris  during  the  years  1778  and 
1779,  and  then  went  to  the  University  of  Leiden  in  Holland,  in  1780.  When  he  was 
fourteen  in  1781  he  accompanied  the  American  Minister  designate,  Charles  Dana,  to 
Russia  and  then  rejoined  his  father  in  Paris  where  he  served  as  "additional  secretary" 
to  the  American  Commissioners  negotiating  the  treaty  of  peace  with  Great  Britain  that 
brought  the  Revolutionary  War  to  a conclusion.  When  John  Adams  was  appointed  first 
Minister  to  Great  Britain  his  son  chose  to  return  to  Boston  and  go  to  Harvard.  When 
he  was  appointed  in  his  turn  as  American  Minister  to  Russia  in  1809  he  took  his  two 
year  old  son,  Charles  Francis  Adams,  with  him  to  St.  Petersburg.  The  boy  spent  the 
next  eight  years  in  Russia  and  England  where  he  gained  a remarkable  command  of 
languages,  learning  to  speak  French  as  well  as  he  spoke  his  own  tongue.  Charles 
Francis  followed  the  family  custom  by  taking  his  son  Henry  with  him  on  his  own 
diplomatic  mission  to  London. 

The  foreign  coins  acquired  by  the  much  traveled  Adams  family  in  many  respects 
are  remarkably  interesting.  The  pieces  con  be  divided  into  two  easily  identifiable 
groups.  The  first  of  these  might  be  called  the  "collector's  coins."  Like  anyone  else 
with  numismatic  tastes,  the  Adams's  had  their  favorite  series.  As  might  be  expected, 
considering  their  18th  and  early  19th  century  New  England  background  they  were 
particularly  attracted  to  British  coins.  The  fact  that  they  began  with  the  Anglo  Saxon 
issues  is  another  reflection  of  the  broad  education  they  had  absorbed.  Here  it  was 
Charles  Francis  who  developed  into  the  real  numismatist  of  the  family.  During  the 
years  he  was  Minister  to  Britain  he  became  a well  known  figure  in  London's  coin 
shops.  As  international  linguists  proficient  in  French  they  were  also  drawn  to  French 
coins.  John  Quincy  Adams'  term  as  Minister  to  Russia  served  to  turn  his  attention  to 
the  issues  of  that  country.  Because  the  great  commercial  position  of  the  Low  Countries 
was  familiar  to  all  Americans  of  their  day,  quite  a number  of  old  Dutch  coins  are  found 
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in  the  collection.  Then  like  so  many  of  their  collecting  descendants  today  the  Adams's 
liked  early  European  crowns  and  purchased  quite  a few  good  ones.  The  Far  East 
had  a profound  attraction  for  Henry  Adams.  This  interest  is  reflected  by  the  various 
oriental  coins  in  the  collection. 

While  engaging  in  this  familiar  type  of  numismatic  activity,  both  J.  Q.  Adams, 
and  his  son  Charles  Francis,  were  fascinated  by  what  1 like  to  think  of  as  coins  that 
illustrated  the  history  of  their  times.  We  must  remember  that  these  men  lived  in  a 
very  stirring  period.  They  not  only  had  a hand  in  shaping  the  government  of  their  own 
country  but  witnessed  the  upheavals  of  the  French  Revolutionary  era,  followed  by  the 
spectacular  rise  of  Bonaparte  and  the  flaming  eclipse  of  Napoleon.  When  Charles 
Francis,  in  his  turn,  had  become  a prominent  public  figure,  he  was  a keen  observer 
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Port  of  the  Adams  Inventory  of  English  Coins 


of  the  Second  Empire  in  France.  All  these  interests  are  shown  in  the  coins  they  added 
to  their  collection.  The  French  silver  from  the  First  Republic  to  1815  provides  numis- 
matic evidence  of  the  American  attraction  to  democratic  changes  introduced  into 
France  by  the  Revolution  and  how  this  same  interest  later  fell  victim  to  Napoleonic 
propaganda.  The  result  is  a superb  group  of  Five  Francs  pieces.  Charles  Francis 
Adams  added  those  of  Napoleon  III.  These  coins  in  average  condition  may  be  common 
today.  In  a perfect  state  of  preservation,  as  the  Adams  specimens  are,  they  ore  rare. 
The  importance  of  the  Spanish  imperial  and  later  issues  struck  in  Latin  America,  as 
a circulating  medium  in  the  United  States,  is  also  shown  by  the  fine  group  of  these 
pieces  they  acquired.  In  short,  the  Adams  collection  provides  an  insight  into  the 
interests  and  thought  patterns  of  educated  Americans  in  the  early  days  of  our  Re- 
public. 
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The  reader  of  this  catalogue  will  notice  the  large  number  of  small  coins  described 
together  in  lots.  Some  of  these  are  of  low  quality.  Nevertheless  these  lots  should  not 
be  overlooked  because  they  contain  many  exceptionally  choice  specimens  and  ought 
not  automatically  to  be  classed  as  "junk"  simply  because  their  great  quantities  has 
forced  them  together  in  large  groups.  Many  of  them  were  the  residue  of  the  working 
money  used  by  the  Adams  family  during  their  residence  abroad. 

One  of  the  intriguing  aspects  of  this  collection  is  illustrated  by  the  careful  records 
the  owners  kept.  John  Quincy  Adams  was  particularly  keen  about  the  weights  of 
coins.  The  scale  he  used  is  illustrated  here.  One  section  of  the  tray  arrangement  of  the 
French  crown  sized  pieces  is  also  included  to  give  the  reader  an  idea  of  the  care  the 
owners  devoted  to  displaying  their  collection.  Part  of  the  list  of  the  British  coins  is 
shown  because  many  of  the  same  pieces  con  be  easily  identified  in  this  catalogue.

The  Adams  gift  to  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  was  not  limited  to  the 
coins  alone.  It  included  a substantial  library  of  numismatic  books  and  all  the  family 
papers  relating  to  the  collection.  John  Quincy  Adams  made  a list  of  his  holdings  in 
1813.  A further  list  compiled  by  Charles  Francis  shows  additions  made  to  the  collection 
by  his  father  and  himself  down  to  1838.  It  would  appear  that  in  all  probability  he 
received  the  entire  collection  from  his  father  at  some  time  between  1834  and  1838. 
During  the  next  few  years  his  numismatic  activity  increased,  reaching  its  high  point 
about  1864  while  he  was  Minister  in  London.  When  the  Historical  Society  was  able  to 
take  stock  of  its  new  acquisition  in  1914  the  curator,  Dr.  Storer,  made  a most  illumi- 
nating comment  about  it.  He  wrote,  "Apparently  it  was  the  aim  of  Mr.  Adams  to  form 
a collection  fairly  representative  of  the  numismatic  science  throughout  the  ages,  rather 
than  to  specialize  in  any  particular  field,  as  is  more  apt  to  be  the  practice  of  modem 
numismatists."

Jetons  and  Medals 

The  period  bounded  by  the  reigns  of  Louis  XIV,  on  the  one  hand, 
and  Napoleon  on  the  other,  was  the  golden  age  of  jetons  and  medals  in 
France.  The  series  con  only  be  compared  to  the  commemorative  postage 
stamps  so  familiar  today.  They  were  a form  of  propaganda  by  numis- 
matic means.  The  issues  were  used  to  publicize  every  conceivable  event, 
cause  or  institution.  Given  the  nature  of  the  pieces  there  is  a strong  like- 
lihood that  a group  of  them  acquired  in  the  late  18th  and  early  19th 
Century  would  reflect  the  interest  and  preoccupations  of  the  collector. 

After  examining  those  described  below  we  feel  that  this  is  indeed  the 
case  with  the  specimens  in  the  Adams  family  collection.  The  potential 
subject  matter  was  endless  but  most  of  the  pieces  here  can  be  grouped 
under  such  general  headings  as,  cities,  provinces  and  their  "Etats,"  edu- 
cation, low,  medicine,  the  military  and  the  Navy.  In  short,  the  subjects 
are  just  those  we  would  expect  to  attract  John  Adams  and  his  son,  John 
Quincy  Adams,  who  were  familiar  with  Paris  just  before  the  French 
Revolution.  In  this  sense,  while  most  of  them  are  not  rare,  they  provide  a 
very  clear  indication  of  the  intellectual  interests  of  two  Presidents,  and 
so  hove  an  historical  value  of  some  importance. 

The  majority  are  Jetons,  in  silver,  copper  or  brass.  Most  of  them 
are  official  rather  than  private  issues.  These  pieces  are  all  slightly  smaller 
than  a half  dollar  in  size.  As  might  be  expected,  those  in  silver  are  much 
less  common  than  the  base  metals.
